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XI. WHAT IS AN TNCIDENCE RATE? 



DSH survey onlleet.Ki d;;i.-ta +"rain i-i. sioaloctod sample 
o-F Mai n« ' Si pr:i.vat.e scsct.ar eimployerw regarding their safety and 
hf;:ii;i.l tl I e X p « r 1 (V; 1 1 cw d u I' 1 H (J the previcii.u:; year. By Kiiniply examining 
the number o-f injuries; and illnessesi For different industries, 
nieiii.n i ng f u :i. eompar i si i a niii would be impiii'jisible becauKe of the 
various size woi-k forces and different patterns of working hours. 
More i nf cii-mat i o n i Ki needed than ji.isi, the number of cases. 

Therefore, in addition to the number of injuries, illnesses, 
and associated lost workdays, the Burv6>y asks for the total 
number of hours actually worked by all the company's employees 
during the survey year. This figure, known as the number of 
exposure hours, allows the computation of the number of cases or 
lost workdays for every 100 full time equivalent workers. The 
result, known as an incideiice rate, permits year—to—year and 
industry — to — industry compai-isions . The formula, by which incidence 
rates ci.re compjuted can be found in Appendix E.

100 •Full-time warUerts. This all-industry total case incidence 
rate reprewentm the experience of approximately 7 0,000 workers 
in Malne'i-i private sector. Lost workday cases (those involving 
dayj; L=)way from work or days of restricted work activity or both) 
occurred at the rate of 6. a cases per 100 workers. The incidence 
rate for injuries and illnesseiii without lost workdays was 6 
Both of these rates declined from the previous year. 
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In 1.9£5^l the total case incidence rate soared to a new high 
of 13. a. This increase fallowed the national trend of rising 
incidence rates. Prior to 198^ the rate had remained within a 
relatively narrow range: between 10.3, which occurred in 1975, 
and lf.>.l, which occurred in 1979. The 1985 rate of 18.5 
represents a significant decrease from l98-<!l's rate of 13.2, but 
it is still the second highest rate on record. After rising to a 
historical high in 190-q , the lost workday case rate declined by 
77. to 6. a. The incidence rate for cases without lost workdays 
declined by 3% to 6.3. Both of these rates represent some of the 
highest rates in the fourteen years of the survey. (See Chart 1.)

The IciKit wcirkday incidence rate nearly doubled between 1972 
and 1980. The iaverage yearly change was about 9%. From 1983 to 
198^ the rmte increased nearly B7% . The rate for 1985 was down 
Eillghtly <SX) to 136.6, but this rate is still significantly 
higher than any year prior to 19B'<1.

The "Uorst of the Worst" deserve closer attention. Four 
groups (General Building Contractors SIC 15, Food & Kindred 
Pniduets SIC BO, Lumber S Wood Products SIC BA , and Fabricated 
Metal Products SIC 3A) recorded total case rates in 1985 that 
wffire more than twice the all-industry averm.ge . These four groups 
together represented only about 9% of private sector employment 
but recorded about ai% of all injuries Bind illnesses in 1985. In 
other words , these four hazardous groups have such a strong 
iiiflueiiee nil these fa.gi.ires that an incidence rate computed for 
all industries except these four groups wciuld be about 12% lower 
thsi.n if they wei-e included.

OI:)v:i liiisiil y , i P Maine's privsite sector had ai higlier pjropjortion of 
employment in more hazardous industries than did the nation as a 
whole, i-lie al 1 — i ndus 1 1- y rate -Frtr Maine would be corre»sf)ondincjly 
greater-. One can investi.gate tlnis possibility by using the 
S'l.andKU'd Industry Mix <SIM) wl^ich permits comparision between 
states or between a statos and the nation. Briefly, the SIM bases 
the injur'y and illness exper-a.ence of one area (Maine, in this 
case) on the industr-y mix of the area to which it is being 
c umpiii.red ( tlie United States). A more complete explansition can be 
f o i.i. n d i. fi A p |:) e n d i x A . 

This adjustment ha'ii the effect of reducing Maine's total 
case rate by about 7%, the lost workday case rate by about 8%, 
iniid i.he rate far lost workc(i:i.ys by Eibout 9%. These adjusted rates 
still exceed the ecju j.va.lent national rates, but by less than the 
u Hilt cl Ju fi. ted rates;. In most cases, SIM adjusting Maine's division 
level rates acts to bi'-inc;) them closer to the national rates. In 
iiiosi. ciii.iiies. the adjusted rates i-emain gr-eater' than the equivalent 
l ie t i on 1 I- t e <ii .

OSHA Recordkeeping Guidelines 

for Occupational Injuries and Illnesses 



Basic recordkeeping concepts and guidelines are included with instruc- 
tions on the back of form osHA No. 200. The following summarizes 
it ' the major recordkeeping concepts and provides additional informa- 

tion to aid in keeping records accurately. 



General Concepts of Recordability 



1. An injury or illness is considered work related if it 
occurs in the work environment (defined as any area on 
the employer's premises, e.g., worksite, company 
cafeteria, or company parking lot). The work environ- 
ment surrounds the workers wherever they are — on of- 
ficial travel, in dispersed operations, or along regular 
routes (e.g., sales representative, pipeline worker, vend- 
ing machine repairer, or telephone line worker). 



2. All work-related fatalities are recordable. 

3. All recognized or diagnosed work-related illnesses 
are recordable. 

4. All work-related injuries requiring medical treat- 
ment or involving loss of consciousness, restriction of 
work or motion, transfer to another job, or termination 
of employment are recordable. 



Analysis of Injuries 



Recordable and nonrecordable injuries, pach case is 
distinguished by the treatment provided; i.e., if the in- 
jury ordinarily requires medical treatment, it is record- 
able; if only first aid was required, it is not recordable. 
However, medical treatment is only one of several 
criteria for determining recordability. J^egardless of 
treatment, if the injury involved loss of consciousness, 
restriction of work or motion, transfer to another job, 
or termination of employment, the injury is recordable. 

Medical treatment. The following procedures are 
generally considered medical treatment. Injuries requir- 
ing this type of treatment are almost always recordable 
if the injury is work related. 

• Treatment of infection. 

• Application of antiseptics during second or sub- 
sequent visit to medical personnel. 

• Treatment of second or third degree burn(s). 

• Application of butterfly adhesive dressing(s). 

• AppHcation of sutures (stitches). 

• Removal of foreign bodies embedded in eye. 

• Removal of foreign bodies from wound if pro- 
cedure requires a physician because of depth of 
embedment, size, or location. 

• Use of prescription medications. 

• Use of hot or cold soaking therapy during second 
or subsequent visit to medical personnel. 

• Application of hot or cold compress(es) during sec- 
ond or subsequent visit to medical personnel. 

• Cutting away dead skin (surgical debridement). 

• Application of heat therapy. 

• Use of whirlpool bath therapy. 

• Positive X-ray diagnosis. 



First-aid treatment. Jhe following procedures are 
generally considered first-aid treatment (e.g., one-time 
treatment and subsequent observation of minor in- 
juries) and need not be recorded if the work-related in- 
jury does not involve loss of consciousness, restriction 
of work or motion, transfer to another job, or termina- 
tion of employment. 

• Application of antiseptics during first visit to medi- 
cal personnel. 

• Treatment of first degree burn(s). 

• Application of bandage(s) during any visit to medi- 
cal personnel. 

• Use of elastic bandage(s) during first visit to medi- 
cal personnel. 

• Removal of foreign bodies not embedded in eye if 
only irrigation is required. 

• Removal of foreign bodies from wound if proce- 
dure does not require a physician and is by tweezers 
or other simple technique. 

• Use of nonprescription medications. 

• Removal of bandages by soaking. 

• Application of ointments to abrasions to prevent 
drying or cracking. 

• Observation of injury during second or subsequent 
visit to medical personnel. 

Other procedures not elsewhere classified. The follow- 
ing procedures, in themselves, are not considered 
medical treatment. 

• Administration of tetanus shot(s) or booster(s). 

• Hospitalization for observation (no treatment oth- 
er than first aid). 

• Negative X-ray diagnosis. 



Reminder. Work-related injuries requiring only first-aid treatment 
and that do not involve any of the conditions in item 4 above are 
not recordable.
